Buses and street cars in Detroit 


remained idle for the second day 
as a stalemate developed in the 
wage dispute between the AFL

Coach Employes of America and 
the Detroit department of Street 
Railways. 


The union, which 
called 
the 


strike of 5,200 bus and trolley op- 
erators in support of demands for 
an 18-cent hourly wage increase, 
was told by Mayor Edward J. Jef- 
fries no negotiations would be held 
while the workers remained away 
from their jobs. Jeffries and the 
company said the operators' de- 
mand must be submitted to arbi- 
tration. A union spokesman said 
"if the DSR would negotiate in 
good faith, we could sit down and 
settle this dispute within a day 
or less".

New U. S. Envoy to 


Argentina Picked 


Washington, April 1—(AP) — 


Disclosure that President Truman 
intends to appoint a new ambas- 
sador to Argentina stirred wide 
speculation today whether 
the 


United States is relaxing its stiff 
policy toward the Buenos Aires 
government. 


A state department spokesman 


told reporters last night that an 
ambassador would be named "later 
in the week". He declined to iden- 
tify the prospective envoy, but 
said his name already had been 
submitted to the Argentine gov- 
ernment for approval. 


The name most often mentioned 


in recent speculation has been that 
of William D. Pawley, present am- 
bassador to Peru. 


This country has had no am- 


bassador in the Argentine capital 
since Spruille Braden left that 
post nearly six months ago to be- 
come assistant secretary of state 
for American republic affairs. 


Word that the president and 


Secretary of State Byrnes had de- 
cided to fill the ambassadorship 
came virtually on the heels of a 
landslide victory in an Argentine 
presidential election for Col. Juan 
D. Peron, "strong man" of the 
present government. 


Braden frequently has spoken 


out against Peron and the military 
f a c t i o n governing Argentina, 
charging them with wartime aid 
to America's enemies; practicing 
nazi-fascist methods, and violating 
their hemisphere commitments.

The administration looked hope- 
fully today to a minimum wage 
bill compromise that might kill

Senate friends of the minimum 


wage legislation said there ap- 
peared to be no prospective diffi- 
culty on agreeing to a minimum 
lower than the 65-75 cent scale 
the administration originally pro- 
posed. 


One proposition being 
talked 


was a 60-cent figure to become 
effective nine months after en- 
actment of the measure The pres- 
ent minimum is 40 cents an hour. 


Another was an increase to 55 


cents immediately, to 60 cents aft- 
er two years and to 65 cents after 
four. This would be the adminis- 
tration plan with 10 cents knocked 
off all along the line. 


In addition, however, the admin- 


istration measure proposes to ex- 
tend the wage law to cover some 
3,500,000 additional workers, in- 
cluding seamen, employes of chain 
and large retail stores, and some 
presently-exempted processors of 
agricultural commodities.

Alto Pass, 111., April 2—(AP)— 


One of the midwest's most impres- 
sive Easter sunrise services will °e 
observed on a hilltop near Alto 
Pass Sunday, April 21. 


Ten Easters ago a non-denomi- 


national worship was originated by 
a small group of businessmen in 
this southern Illinois area. The in- 
augural service brought only few 
Easter woi-shippers up the five- 
mile winding road to the summit 
of Bald Knob, near this pictur- 
esque Union county village. 


Thereafter, word of the unusual 


service spread. One prewar East- 
er Sunday 15.000 persons from 
an eight-state area attended the 
service atop 700-foot Bald Knob, 
the highest point of elevation in 
southern Illinois. It overlooks miles 
of federal forests and the heart 
of the Illinois orchard country. To 
the west one may see the Mis- 
sissippi river. 


The services, to be conducted 


this Easter by Dr. J. Walter Ma- 
lone, president of James Millikin 
University, Decatur, are held in a 
natural amphitheater on the side 
of the peak.

ple to be true. The way Moscow 
told it to the Russian people, in- 
deed, was slightly different. Tass 
told the comrades at home that 
after Gromyko had been voted j 
down he said "due to reasons 
placed upon him from higher up." 
he could not discuss the Iranian 
question. Stalin, thus, gravely ac- 
cepted the blame, but this only ac- 
cei x ted the interest of the pro- 
fessional diplomats as to why Rus- 
sia chose to draw the issue so 
awkwardly. 


The explanation I hear is Stalin 


was caught in an extremely awk- 
ward position, which amused the 
close followers of the Security 
council, far more than it excited 
them, although the delicate points 
of the matter weie not published 
or explained. * * * 


Stalin thought he owned the 


Teheran government as he had 
weeks back installed a premier 
sympathetic to his purposes and 
brought the premier to Moscow 
for a conference. When the offi- 
cial protest of Iran against Rus- 
sian absorption was first present- 
ed to the council, it was placed on 
the list of provisional subjects. 
But the Iranian ambassador to the 
the United States judged his gov- 
ernment meant what it said, and 
so did Byrnes. The "maybe" sub- 
ject became the first 
subject. 


Stalin then hastily announced he 
had an agreement for peaceful set- 
tlement with Iran. This the Iranian 
minister here denied. Stalin thus 
was caught in a web he had wov- 
en too flimsily. There was little 
defensively he could do except to 
tell Gromyko to take a stroll. 


Similar 
inner doings of past 


months bear an odor as the Hitler 
methods—diplomacy "according to 
plan"—which brought on World 
War n. 
Russia wants a country. 


She starts a communist revolu- 
tion in it. She installs her own 
premier, summons him to Moscow 
to tell him what to do. Are we go- 
ing to go through Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Danzig all over again in 
the names of Iran, Iraq, Turkey, 
Greece. Manchuria? Has Russia 
a time-schedule as Hitler had, that 
she calls for delays of specific 
time? 
Six weeks she wants in 


Iran, numbeiless weeks in Man- 
chuna.

Similar- 
ly Mussolini was allowed to walk 
away with Ethiopia. These initial 
aggressions led into the late Hitler 
acquisitions, and in each case co- 
operative action in the interest of 
the small nations became an ab- 
ject nullity, and could not survive 
its impotence by pretenses.

The UNO is at the crossroads 


the league first met with the Japa- 
nese invasion of Manchuria. 
Its 


power and prestige will follow the 
course it now plots. If it is unable 
to bolster the resistance of small 
governments, if it does not pro- 
vide a platform upon which they 
can hope to stand with success, 
they will fall at the first prodding, 
and some may come running in ad- 
vance, as they did with Hitler, an- 
ticipating thatt hey were next on 
the list. 


When Russia w as a small nation 


she thought rightly about such 
matters. She bitterly eluded the 
league on Manchuria and Ethiopia. 
Now that she has grown great and 
powerful, her tactics follow steps 
she formerly criticized. 


It is within the power of UNO 


to bring the international era of 
wonderful nonsense to a close and 
establish a peace based on pro- 
fessed principles. That is the ques- 
tion mark behind the news from 
the college gymnasium here.

US Merchants Urge 


Price Boost Passed 


Washington, April 2.—(AP)— 


A spokesman for the nation's mer- 
chants asked congress today to 
legislate "in black and white" 
OPA's liberalized policy of rais- 
ing prices to stimulate production. 


"Retail merchants say that the 


index of wholesale prices will prob- 
ably have to rise certainly by 15 
per cent, perhaps by 18 K per cent, 
if the blockade (against greater 
production) is to be lifted," said 
David R. Craig, research director 
of the American Retailers' Feder- 
ation. 


"This is a stiff increase, but it 


is not too high a price to pay for 
the liberation," Craig asserted in 
an address prepared for the fed- 
eration's annual meeting. 


"It is not so high as the increase 


we would be sure to get if we were 
to drive the OPA off the cliff, and 
it is not so high as the increase 
we are destined to get if we keep 
on rcstrictly production." 


Craig said the retailers' federa- 


tion is "much impressed" by re- 
cent price ceiling increases intend- 
ed to break bottlenecks in the out- 
put of scarce goods. But he added 
that the merchants want assur- 
ance that these price boosts do not 
merely reflect a "shotgun conver- 
sion" of OPA caused by the ap- 
proaching congiessional vote on a 
one-year extension of that agen- 
cy's life. 


"We ask the congress to put it 


in black and white and to assure 
the country that the new policy 
will be continued." Craig went on.
